SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Adult Baby Pants & Bed Wetters is rendered objectionable under 
section 3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 because of 
the depictions of two women who each dress up as infants or schoolgirls, and engage 
in sexual poses and sexual activity. They urinate regularly; this is often juxtaposed 
directly with sexual activity. The publication places a strongly sexualised focus on their 
youthful clothes and behaviour, and on their urination. Accordingly, the publication 
promotes the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes, and also 
promotes the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 
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
